:hools, colleges and universities; peirticipa- 
lon rates) and to topics such as French immer- 
ion, level of schooling of the population and 
lemployment rates. The next eight sections 
)cus on the universities and deal successively 
Ith historical data, enrolments, degrees, tui- 
Ion fees, faculty, research, finances and 
fbraries. The tenth section is- concerned only 
Ith those institutions that are members of 
JCC and gives some basic data to indicate the 
ize of their operations. A briefly annotated 
ibliography of some of the more relevant

Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post- 
Secondary Education and Health Contributions 
Act of 1977 and which are estimated at around 
$4.8 billion in 1986-1987. 

Due to rounding, figures do not always add up 
to the indicated total.
